Fruits and Vegetables of West to Nation’s Dining Tables 


ie is nearing midnight at Salinas, 
California, “lettuce capital” of the 
world! 

The last crate of firm, crisp “Tee- 
berg” lettuce for this day’s pack has 
been shunted along the conveyor into 
a Pacific Fruit Express “reefer.” 

As workers seurry from the expansive 
packing house-—one of 40 in .the 
Salinas district—a Southern Pacific 
switch crew stands by ready to couple 
onto the car as soon as “top icing” has 
been blown over the crates and the car 
door is sealed, 

Then the car is switched over to the 
“yard” to be assembled into a solid 
block along with the cleanup of cars 
from other packing sheds, for this will 
be the last lettuce train of the day—a 
day that has seen more than 300 cars 
joaded and sent to markets of the nation. 

From Salinas the train is moved 18 
miles to Watsonville Junction, rail con- 
centration point for this lettuce grow- 
ing region. The Watsonville area itself 
is second only to Salinas territory in the 
production of lettuce, and has 16 pack- 
ing houses in active production. At 
the Junction cars gathered from all see- 
tions are quickly made -up into full 
trains for the run to San Jose and Rose- 
‘ville—first lap of the long transconti- 
nental journey-to eastern cities. 

Ten days later Mrs. Housewife, going 
about her shopping ina New York City 
market, will very likely exclaim: 


“ty, how lovely and firm the lettuce. 


“looks! 
The salesman, nodding graciously; 


will probably add: “Yes, madam, it 
arrived just this morming from the 
Pacific Coast.”

Chances are neither customer nor 
salesman give a thought to the aston- 
ishing fact that this highly perishable 
lettuce has been shipped by freight 
train nearly 3,000 miles; that only a 
little over a week before it was still 
growing in a California or Arizona field; 
that in its movement across the conti- 
nent to reach distant markets in per- 
fect edible condition the railroads have 
performed what is perhaps their great- 
est transportation achievement—-an 
achievement that has become a vital 
factor in the nation’s prosperity and 
has contributed much to the welfare of 
its people.

the cherries, or other fruits and vege- 
tables she sees in the market; and the 
salesman makes the same response. For 
during this time of the year eastern 
markets are bountifully supplied with 
early produce from sunny, fertile val- 
leys of the western states—anade possi- 
ble by a highly specialized and carefully 
organized phase of railroad operation 
that has long since ceased to be a source 
of wonderment to the average person. 
It is taken for granted, just as is the 
mystery of electricity and its many 
human blessings. 

Winter and summer; during bliz~ 
zards or sweltering weather, Mr. and 
Mrs. Public in the far corners of Amer- 
iea expect their markets to display all 
fruits and vegetables in‘ season. It 
gives them little concern where their 
favorite delicacies are grown, or how 
the products of fields and orchards 
reach their home town. They simply 
demand, and they sre rarely disap- 
pointed; for the railroads are on the job 
to deliver. 

The story behind ‘these - perishable 
fruit and vegetable : deliveries -is not 
news.’.-It thas ‘been ‘told -many -times 
during the years ‘the famed Pacific 
Coast industry has developed and flour- 
ished,” But it is a-story that never 
grows old, and is one that railroad peo- 
ple should keep constantly in-mind; for 
the entire operation from coast'to coast 
is a'striking example of the cooperation 
existing between the :nation’s -rail :ear- 
tiers :in -serving the :public, ‘and ‘repre-

Just how important is this perishable 
freight business to Southern Pacific and 
to-employe payrolls?

more than 23%, came from the fresh 
fruit-and vegetable business originating 
in the Pacifie Coast states. 

When it is ‘remembered-that about 
80%, of all ‘the money the Company 
took in last year came from the freight 
it hauled, the importance of perishable 
traffic can be readily understood. 

In no section of the country are more 
fruits and vegetables grown than in the 
western states of California, Oregon 
and Arizona, As @ consequence more 
perishable shipments originate on the 
Pacific Lines of Southern Pacific than 
on the lines of any other railroad. 

Nation’s Garden Spot 

Last. year lettuce shipments from 
these three states amounted to 95% of 
the nation’s total; of the grapes, 98%; 
57% of the citrus fruits, including all 
the lemons; 79% of the cantaloupes 
and melons of that type; 26% of all the 
vegetables, including most of the as- 
paragus, carrots, cauliflower, and about 
half of the celery and peas; and 25% of 
the principal varieties of deciduous 
fruits, including more than half the 
pears and cherries, and 70% of the 
shipments of fresh prunes and plums. 

Truly, this region is the greatest 
source of supply for the “salad bowls” 
of the nation; and truly, a great respon- 
sibility rests with the railroads in get- 
ting these perishable products to mar- 
kets in condition for use in these same 
salad bowls. ;

“press .cars in refrigerator service and 


last. year originated 339,336 carloads 
of perishable commodities for its con- © 
tracting railroads—Southern Pacific, 
Union Pacific and Western Pacific. Its 
record year was 1930 with 378,422 car- 
loads originated. ‘This was during the 
Prohibition era when great quantities 
of grapes were shipped from California. 

Starting with a manager, clerk and 
stenographer, Pacific Fruit Express 
now employs more than 3,000 persons 
during peak seasons. Its general office 
is in San Francisco, with eastern head- 
quarters in Chicago. Also there are 
important offices in many other cities, 
and agencies at principal receiving 
points in the East and in loading terri- 
tories of the West. 

Pacific Fruit Express is owned jointly 
by Southern Pacific and Union Pacific, 
on whose lines it furnishes refrigerator 
ears for perishable loadings and pro- 
vides the protective service—refrigera- 
tion or heat—for such shipments while 
enroute to markets. For the construc- 
tion, rebuilding or repair of cars, P.F.E. 
has the most modern shops of their 


“kind in the country, located at Rose- 


ville, Los Angeles, Colton, Tueson, 
Nampa and Pocatello, Idaho, and near 
New Orleans. 

In its early years P.F.E. had to de- 
pend almost entirely on commercial ice 
companies for its ice supply. It now 
owns 18 ice manufacturing plants with 
combined production capacity of 5,560 


Mojor perishable shipments over Pacific 
Lines during 1986 ranked in the following 
order: Lettuce, 47,000 cars; Citrus, 42,000 
cars; Deciduous tree fruit, 26,000 cars;

Harvesting Ice 


P.P.E. also has three natural ice 
plants at Carlin, Nev., Laramie, Wyo., 
and North Powder, Ore., where (during 
the winter months) ice is harvested 
from artificial lakes adjacent to these 
plants and stored for summer use. 
These three plants have combined stor- 
age capacity of 141,800 tons. 

In addition to the manufacturing 
and natural plants to supply its cars 
with ice, the P.F.E. owns 46 icing plat- 
forms where ice is purchased from com- 
mercial ice companies or shipped from 
some nearby P.F.E. plant. Combined 
length of these platforms and those 
adjacent to P.I.E. plants is 97,394 feet, 
or about 18.5 miles, and would accom- 
modaté 3,758 cars at one spot. Most. 
of these platforms are of the island type 
permitting icing of cars from both sides 
at the sume time. Car icing is also done 
at about 190 other points on §.P. and 
U. P. lines.

tremendous as it was a few years ago 
when practically all perishables moved. 
eastward under standard refrigeration 
(icing at every regular icing station en- 
route),- In one year (1929) the bunkers 
on the PVE. “reefers” consumed 
2,283,294 tons of ice. In recent years 
icing services have been modified in 
various manners, and the ice consumed 
by P.F.E. last year was 1,229,965 tons. 

The perishable produce business 
offers a year around job-for the railroad 
and the P.F.E. Some crop of major 
proportions is ready for shipment dur- 
ing every month (as has been described 
in recent issues of the Bulletin), and 
there is not a day in the year but that 
at some point on Pacific Lines carloads 
of fruits or vegetables may be seen on 
their way to eastern markets. 

To cope with this situation and to in- 
sure ample cars being on hand at all 
times to handle the crops, regardless of 
how.fast the produce may ripen or what 
other emergencies may. arise, 8.P, and 
P.FLE. observers are constantly in the 
field making surveys with shippers, 
government and association experts to 
determine when. the crop will start: to 
move, when the peak will be reached, 
how long shipping will continue, and 
how the supply of cars must he spaced.

conditions often disrupt the most care~ 
fully made plans. 

Last year 210,928 carloads of perish- 
ables were moved over Pacific Lines. 
Fresh vegetable shipments were slightly 
greater than in 1930, the previous rec- 
ord year. This was principally due to 
increased production of ‘lettuce. The 
citrus movement was under that of 
1935 when record crops were harvested. 
Deciduous shipments remained much 
smaller than a few years back when the 
parade of grape trains to the east was a 
high spot in the perishable freight 
business. 

Of these total carload shipments, 
nearly 170,000 cars were handled in 
some 5,100 solid fruit and vegetable 
trains which moved north and east- 
bound to the nation’s markets from the 
five Pacific Coast rail concentration 
points at Roseville, Colton, Yuma, 
Tucgon and Medford. 

Fast and On Time 

All these trains move on fast sched- 
ules—schedules that are kept just as 
religiously as are those of the extra 
fare streamliners. 

Principal perishable-shipping areas 
originating traffic for movement 
through ‘the California concentration 
points are zoned. “Perishables ‘that are 
loaded in these zone areas ‘by estab- 
lished closing. hours. will -be provided 
first-day ‘departure from the Colton 
or Roseville concentration points, and 
will be handled on fast schedule to 
give 7th morning arrival at Chicago 
and 9th evening arrival at New York 
from the loading stations.

How Diversion Handled 

For instance, during the Imperial 
Valley cantaloupe “deal,” a local ship- 
per or one of the small “army” of buy- 
ers on the ground representing national 
produce distributors, routes’ a car- of 
melons out of El Centro. The car is 
most likely consigned to the shipper 
himself and is billed to, say, El Paso. 
Before the car has gone very far condi- 
tions change in the eastern markets, 
possibly due to weather conditions 
affecting some competitive production 
area, ‘The shipper then requests the 
P.F.E. office to change the billing of 
the car to another consignee and move 
it to Chicago. Possibly before the car 
gocs much further, market conditions 
are reversed, und the routing and billing 
again changed. 

These services performed by the 
P.F.E. are known as “diversions,” and. 
are most vital to the successful market- 
ing of western perishables. It is in the 
functioning of this service that the rail- 
road’s telegraph facilities are brought 
into play. ‘Through an elaborate rec- 
ord of train consists, the P.T.E. offices 
can determine almost instantly the lo- 
cation of any ear of perishables, 

Last year the P.F.E. forces handled 
969,746 diversions with almost a per- 
fect score, a remarkable demonstration 
of efficiency and accuracy. Of these 
diversions, 463,643 originated in the 
Pacific Coast territory. More than 
half of them came from the district 
comprising Imperial Valley, Los An- 
geles, Colton and Arizona points. Of the 
506,103 balance, although originated 
in the eastern offices of the P.I-E., the 
greater number affected perishable 
shipments originating on the Pacific 
Lines of 8.P. 

Lettuce Heads the List 

As previously mentioned, the move- 
ment of fruits and vegetables is an all- 
year activity for the railroad. Lettuce 
and citrus shipments both fall into this 
category. Last year more cars of let- 
tuce were moved over Pacific Lines 
than any other perishable crop—a total 
of nearly 47,000 cars, to set a new ship- 
ping record for an industry. that only 
produced five carloads'in 1915... Start- 
ing with the winter and spring crops of 
jettuce inthe Salt River and Yuma 
valleys of Arizona and Imperial Vailey, 
during December-April; harvest of the 
green “Icebergs” moves northward dur-

Grapes figured fourth in Pacific Lines 
shipments last year with 16,521 cars of 
California grapes (and a few from Ari- 
zona) handled as compared with the 
heyday of an all-time high that hit 
43,079 cars in 1927. Shipping season 
extends from June until December. 

Cantaloupes and kindred melons con~ 
tributed 14,595 carloads to perishable 
shipments last year, with watermelons 
adding 8,500 cars. This is the most 
spectacular of the perishable move- 
ments on Pacific Lines, particularly in 
Imperial Valley where half the canta- 
loupes grown in the United States ripen 
quickly to create the heaviest concen-

UILDING toward its goal of at- 

tracting 20,000,000 visitors in 1939 
and of focusing world attention on the 
Pacific Coast, the Golden State Inter- 
national Exposition on “Treasure Is- 
Jand” in‘San Francisco Bay has nearly 
passed the reclamation stage and is well 
into construction with steel, wood and 
concrete. 

Hand in hand with this construction 
work moves the financing campaign of 
raising, by popular 
$7,500,000 to underwrite the $40,000,- 
000 exposition project. Southern Pa- 
cifie’s subscription .of $250,000 toward 
this fund is characteristic of the deter- 
mination to make the 1939 World’s 
Fair a spectacte of compelling interest. 

Dredging of the 400-acre island, 
largest built by man, was more than 93 
percent completed in May, at an esti- 
mated cost of $8,803,000. Nearly 70 
percent complete were two permanent

Following is, in part, an address delivered 
to Sales Contention of Railroad. op ssenger 
ufficers and ticket salesmen in Chicago te- 
tently by EB. J, Gallmeyer, vice president, 
Wayne Pump Company, Fort Wayne, 
indiana. 

JALESMANSHIP is not a part of 

business—salesmanship is business. 

Our activities rise and fall in proportion 
as we are able or unable to ensnare 
the interest and the patronage of our 
clientele. Too many of us have been 
oblivious to this most important busi- 
ness factor. Too many of us believed 
Emerson to be correct. when he said: 
“Tf a man write a better book, preach 
xu better sermon, or make a better 
iousetrap than his neighbor, the world 
would wear a beaten path to his door, 
even though he lived in the woods.” 
T say all too long the railroads of the 
country have considered Emerson right 
and they have hoped that by a combi- 
nation of legislation, & combination of 
dominating factors, a combination of 
habits, that they could continue to 
intrigue and serve all of the people 
without any particular outstanding ef- 
fort. 

Now, Emerson may have been right 
as far as the book is concerned. Em- 
erson may even have been right about 
the sermon; but when he talks about 
mousctraps, he is over in my business, 
and T am telling you that he was all 
wet... 

‘You and I as American salesmen 
have a fine territory in which to work, 
an enlightened, understanding clientele, 
whose appetites have been developed 
for the things and the service which we 
have to render—which has made our 
problem ali the easier. 

This is the railroads’ big opportun- 
ity. It is so for several reasons. One 
is the increased leisure. Men work only 
half as much as they used to, with four 
times as much money. They must have 
something to occupy this Icisure time, 
and they are going to spend it going 
places. And how the American people 
like to gol... 

The competition of cars and of buses 
need not disturb you unduly. Persan- 
ally, F don’t know of anything more 
uncomfortable to ride in than a bus. 
Maybe my size has something to do 
with this. Sceondly, the next most un-

comfortable thing is my own car. I 
am not knocking the automobile. I 
have two of them in my garage, but I 
prefer to ride on the railroad because 
I can ride in comfort, unhurried and 
unannoyed. T can come to my destina- 
tion refreshed and. relaxed instead of 
unnerved and distraught. I take the 
railroad in preference to other modes 
of travel beeause of the fine air- 
conditioned cars I ean ride in, the fine 
streamlined trains that I can enjoy, 
beeause of the fine modern equipment, 
the spced and the general enjoyment 
that they bring me. 

Tam not unmindful of the fact that 
the automobile is a splendid auxiliary 
to the passenger train, and I am not 
unmindful of the fact that the big truck 
is a splendid auxiliary to the freight 
train, but why in heaven’s name should 
the railroads run away, and why should 
their personnel complain? The dif- 


ference is: salesmanship, -and the -en-., 


snaring, and wooing, and enticing, and 
entangling, and enmeshing influence of 
these potential leisure hours of the mil- 
lions of Americans who. love to spend 
their money, who want to go places, 
need merely to be asked to go with you. 

You say how,-how, -how?, You ean 
learn from the salesman, and the prime 
requirement of the salesman is a 
smile. I am not talking about a grin- 
ning Cheshire cat expression, a put-on 
type of face lifting, but I am talking 
about learning to smile from the inside 
and have the exterior reaction be 
natural... . More business is done 
through friendship than through any 
other influence. 

If any one railroad wishes to capture 
the business in the territory in which it 
operates, teil them to teach everybody 
from the president down to the section 
workmen to smile. Make the people 
feel that they would appreciate their 
patronage. I mean to say in another 
way that ail the salesmanship that you 
need possibly apply to make a tremen- 
dous difference in your acceptance is to

RAILROADING, modern and old 

style, was on display for the benefit 
of “railroad fans” when the Railway 
and Locomotive Historical Society 
sponsored an excursion from San Fran- 
eisco Bay cities to Grass Valley, May 
16. ‘Purpose of the excursion was to 
afford an opportunity to learn more 
about railroad facilities, to inspect 
shops and yards, and take pictures of 
various types of locomotives. .It was 
the first excursion of this kind ever held 
in the West. 

Armed with cameras of all shapes, 
sizes and descriptions, the enthusiastic 
members, their friends and families 
boarded their special cars at Oakland 
Pier. The group of 143 youngsters and 
oldsters also included members of the 
California-Nevada Railroad Historical 
Society and a delegation from San 
Francisco and Oakland model-building 
clubs. Many of the historians brought 
their photographic collections which 
were passed around for eager inspec- 


tion, and soon after the train was on its 
way many new acquaintances had 
sprung up and new-found friends had 
their heads together comparing notes 
on their interesting hobby. 

At Sacramento the party was greeted 
by A. D. Williams, superintendent of 
motive power; H. C. Venter, general 
shops superintendent; and D. L. Joslyn, 
draftsman at the shops and Resident 
Western Director of the Historical So- 
ciety, who took them on a tour of the 
shops. There they were received by a 
“committee” of locomotives headed by 
the diminutive “C. P. Huntington,” 
which stole the show, and giant 
4100’s, 4400's, rotary snow plow, and 
other motive power, which stood pa- 
tiently and proudly while the visitors 
clicked their cameras. 

Leaving Sacramento the special train 
headed for Colfax, stopping only at 
Roseville long’ enough to change en- 
gines.

SAFETY: Startling Increase In Accidents 


This Year Demands Serious Thought of Everyone 


By A. A. Lown 
Assistant to General Manager 
(CASUALTIES among employes—ac- 
cidents that have caused deaths or 
serious injury~-have increased at an 
alarming rate during the year so far, 

During the first four months there 
were 14 fatal accidents and 419 per- 
sonal injuries suffered, with an increase 

“ of 45% in the combined number per 
million man-hours worked ag compared. 
with the same period last year. 

Accomplishments in safety work and 
accident prevention were anything but 
encouraging during the whole of last 
year when the number of casualties per 
million man-hours was 21.8% greater 
than the year before, with a total of 
17 fatal accidents and 913 personal in- 
juries of sufficient severity to require 
reporting to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, 

An astonishing factor behind all this 
is that last year saw an all-time record 
set in the number of employes (14,406) 
attending Safety Meetings on Pacific 
Lines. This widespread interest in ac- 
cident prevention should have brought 
about a proportionate reduction in cas- 
ualties; but the contrary has happened. 
This is a serious situation, one which 

should cause every employe to think 
of Safety as an individual, personal 
problem, rather than it being a problem 
for the Company or the supervising 
officers to be responsible for. 

The thousands of Safety Suggestions 
submitted and acted upon favorably 
during the past twenty years have clim- 
inated the great majority of Unsafe 
Conditions, as practically all of the 


suggestions have had to do with such 
conditions rather than unsafe practices. 

‘The result is that at the present time 
not more than 5% of the personal in- 
juries are the result of Unsafe Condi- 
tions. The problem before us is to 
arouse each employe to the fact that 
the greatest hazard of accident is due 
+o unsafe practices indulged in by him- 
self or a fellow workman and that he 
ean do more than any other agency to 
reduce accidents by. avoiding indul- 
gence in such practices. 

When this is accomplished there will 
be a tremendous reduction in loss of 
life and Limb of employes while on 
duty, Remember that it is your in- 
dividual problem. The Management 
is anxious and willing to continue to do 
everything within its power. to correct 
Unsafe Conditions. You should con- 
tinue to submit Safety Suggestions and
